Dorchester 'not a ghost town' 


CLAIMS that 22 businesses are closing down in Dorch¬ 
ester town centre, with the loss of nearly 100 jobs, are 
being questioned by traders'leaders. 

Opponents to West Dorset District Council plans to 
build new £9.7 million offices in Charles Street are 
claiming that the lack of parking caused by the devel¬ 
opment is putting local shops out of business with the 
loss of nearly 100 jobs.

■ WHAT are the benefits of drinking tea? 

Rehydration, principally, but with things like green tea, 
which is becoming more and more popular, you are get¬ 
ting those additional health benefits from the antioxi¬ 
dants. 

There is such a wide range of tea now from herbal infu¬ 
sions through to standard teas, speciality teas and earl 
greys.

■ WHY do you love being a part of Clipper?

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Office protesters say 
'the fight is not over' 


A PUBLIC debate on 
West Dorset District Coun¬ 
cil’s plans to build new 
£9.7 million offices 
brought an “outstanding 
result,” according to organ¬ 
iser John Grantham. 

The meeting, attended by 
135 people at the Corn Ex¬ 
change on Friday, was 
called after it was claimed 
that the loss of over 200 
parking spaces in Charles 
Street, where the offices 
are being built, was re¬ 
sponsible for the closure of 
22 businesses and nearly 
100 jobs. 

After the meeting, Mr 
Grantham said: “The coun¬ 
cil aimed to save £224,000 
a year by moving its of¬ 
fices onto Charles Street 
South car park. But it 
seems they’ve omitted the 
loss of an estimated 
£280,000 in car parking 
fees/fines from that park, 
and are believed to have 
overestimated, by around 
£1 million, income from 
property sales.”

“But the lost parking fees 
are only the start. Up to 
£7 million a year of retail 
sales are at direct risk fol¬ 
lowing the shutting down 
of over 250,000 chances 
per annum to park close to 
the shops for two hours in 
Charles Street South car¬ 
park. 

Intensified 

“One retailer has lost 
over 1,000 customers since 
the morning of June 6th. 
Moreover, problems 
would be intensified from 
2013 onwards by the 
planned loss of every sin¬ 
gle public car-park space 
in Charles Street for a fur¬ 
ther period of 3.1 years to 
enable the Phase 2 new re¬ 
tail development. That 
puts at risk some £49 mil¬ 
lion worth of retailers’ 
sales, and would change 
the character of Dorch¬ 
ester’s trading structure 
and environment perma¬ 


nently.” 

District council officials 
declined an invitation to 
attend the meeting, saying 
there had been full consul¬ 
tation on the offices. 

Mr Grantham asked the 
135 attendees whether they 
agreed that the offices 
should not be built on the 
Charles Street South car¬ 
park. 

Only his own hand rose. 
However, after two hours 
of discussion 45 people 
registered their opposition. 

It was also claimed that 
councillors and the elec¬ 
torate were not told about 
an alternative design plan - 
siting the new offices just 
behind Stratton House - at 
a cost estimated to be 
lower than Charles Street 
by a former district archi¬ 
tect. 

Mr Grantham also calcu¬ 
lated that £49 million in 
potential retail sales would 


be put at risk while the 
phase two shopping centre 
was under construction. 

He said: “The issue is not 
to do with what the coun¬ 
cil’s financial accounts 
look like - the plan firstly 
nullifies one prime public 
car park with new council 
offices, and secondly nulli¬ 
fies another prime one for 
3.1 years to construct the 
new development. 

Urgent plea 
“The council appears to 
have substantially ignored 
the financial and social 
cost on retailers and the 
public of its actions. 

“Retailers are pleading 
for the most urgent rein¬ 
statement of the Charles 
Street South car-park, or 
many will simply fail. 
Dorchester has great shops 
today, and a great trading 
future, but development 
plans must first benefit, 
and be agreed by, this his¬ 
toric town as a whole.”

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DORSET Police has unveiled its latest tool to tackle rural 
crime - a 3.5 tonne tractor. 

The tractor - complete with flashing blue lights - has 
been loaned to Dorset Police by Zetor UK at no cost to the 
taxpayer. 

As part of Operation Countryside, the tractor - an 85 
horsepower Zetor Proxima - will be used as a display to 
raise awareness of rural crime across the county at upcom¬ 
ing shows and events. 

Operation Countryside has been supported by the Na¬ 
tional Farmers Union (NFU), M J Fry Agricultural Engi¬ 
neering, Zetor UK, NFU Mutual, the Country Fand and 
Business Association (CFA) and Porter Dodson Solicitors 
& Advisors. 

Dorchester and Sherborne Neighbourhood Inspector, Fes 
Fry, said: “This tractor will be used as a demonstration tool 
to raise awareness of rural crime in Dorset. 

“The tractor has been supplied to us for free, with no 
costs to Dorset Police or the tax payer. 

“We will be displaying it at shows and events in Dorset 
where we aim to engage with rural communities to make 
sure they do everything possible to reduce crime and make 
themselves less likely to become victims of rural crime. 

“We hope this partnership will bring to the community’s 
attention the increasing cost of rural crime. 

“We want the support of rural communities to help com¬ 
bat criminals in their areas. Crimes such as theft of lead, 
scrap metal, heating oil and diesel are on the increase as 
fuel prices rise. 

“Through Operation Countryside, we hope to encourage 
people to take all the crime prevention steps that they can, 
such as asset marking and using tracking devices. 

“People should also consider installing CCTV where ap¬ 
propriate and sign up to initiatives such as Stop That Thief 
and Stop That Oil. 

“We also want to encourage people to consider calling 
the police should they see any suspicious activity.” 

Mike Fry, of M J Fry Agricultural Engineers, said: “Run¬ 
ning a company with very close connections to the mral 
community, I get to see first hand the cost involved both 


in financial terms and the loss of time related to rural 
crime. 

“A stolen battery means that vehicle cannot work when 
required. A stolen machine means that the farmer cannot 
do the job when he needs to, so the knock on effects can 
be significant to the running of a business.” 

John Howden, Managing Director of Zetor UK Ftd, said: 
“Zetor UK Ftd are pleased to be part of this venture 
launched by Dorset Police. 

“We feel that any project aimed at saving the farming 
community from any further cost and avoidable worries, 
mirrors our ethos exactly. “

He had a great impact 
on old time music and taught countless musi¬ 
cians and luthiers. Her parents,Thornton Spencer 
and Emily Spencer, are the leaders of the White- 
top Mountain Band and are well known and re¬ 


spected musicians and teachers of old time 
music. Her great-grandfather, Bud Spencer, won 
many big dance competitions such as the White- 
top Folk Festival in the 1930s. 

Jackson grew up in southern Oregon also in a 
musical family. Since moving to Virginia, he has 
drawn much attention for his powerful tradi¬ 
tional playing and high lonesome singing. He 
plays mandolin, harmonica, clawhammer banjo 
as well as singing lead and harmony parts. 

Support comes from local favourite, Bridport's 
own banjo and fiddle whiz Stompin' Dave who is 
organising and promoting a short tour for the 
Whitetop Mountaineers across Devon and 
Dorset.

Former West Dorset MP to appear on BBC2 programme 

MOST people under the age of 80 take their views of the LDV (Local Defence Volunteers), 
otherwise known as the Home Guard from the antics seen through the ever popular TV 
programme "Dad's Army". 

Former West Dorset MP Sir James Spicer believes the reality is totally different. 

He said: "Once rifles arrived (mostly from the USA), I am sure that if Hitler had invaded 
in 1940, we would have used them to good effect. 

"Why do I say that? Because in 1940, at the age of 14 - adjusted to 16 -1 served in a com¬ 
mando platoon of the Home Guard just outside London. I was the youngest by far in that 
unit, as most of the others had seen active service in the First World War and were mostly 
in their early 40s. 

"Our role in and around London would have been 
to engage German Parachute troops. Had they landed 
we would have given a good account of ourselves. 

The situation in Dorset was quite different. Evidence 
uncovered since the war shows that a major German 
force would have landed in the Lyme Regis area and 
then pushed inland. 

"Pillboxes covered our beaches and further inland 
Stay Behind Units were formed with orders to attack 
and sabotage. We had one such team in Beaminster. 

So, although we might have lost in the end, I believe 
we would have given a good account of ourselves." 

Sir James said it was against this background that 
he was delighted when the BBC asked him and oth¬ 
ers to remember those stirring times in a pro¬ 
gramme called "Reel History of Britain". It is to be 
shown on September 12th on BBC2 at 6.30pm.

We visited a friend last year. 

His pretty cottage old. 

He stood and grinned and let us in 
"I hope you like the cold!" 

Our dear friend Tom then showed us round, 
Our breath hung in the air. 

"Let's take our tea outside," he said 
"It's much warmer out there." 

The sunny garden thawed us out. 

Tom took off gloves and scarf. 

"I dress and undress all the time." 

He murmured with a laugh. 

"'Til Rosie left I had it all. 

At first she used to tease; 

Then one day up and left me, said, 

"I'll go before I freeze." 

We urged our friend to search for Rose, 
‘Twas all we could advise 
Months passed and then a card arrived 
From Tom - a nice surprise. 

The message came from Tom and Rose: 

Our frozen hands and feet 
Have thawed out now we're basking in 
The lovely Spanish heat." 

The ancient watermill in Lyme Regis has been 
lovingly rescued from dereliction by local vol¬ 


unteers. Not every mill is so lucky. Local poet 
Margery Forester tells us a sadder story in this 
poem, which is featured in the "Dancing with 
Stones" anthology. 

THE WATERMILL 

All the old men are gone who could recall 
The day the miller ground his last sacks of flour, 
And how the horse leant forward in its traces 
To pull the loaded cart beneath the arch 
Bracing the granary floor. 

How Jan the waggoner shook the reins and said 
'Cobbler, lad, us won't come here no more.' 

The floors have fallen. Their fissured walls 
Are buttressed by nettle roots and suckering ash. 
Even the sign: 'Danger. No trespassers' 

Has crashed among the grasses. 

Goats, tethered where the swallows have invaded, 
Protest in panicked bleats whenever 
Another degraded roof tile slithers down 
To shatter in the weedy yard 
In sun-dried apricot shards. 

Only a forlorn window breaches 
The place where once the millstones 
Clenched the com in rough embraces. 

Yet up there at the valley head when rain has filled 
The leat, the race begins again to trace its bed, 
Tumbling replete downhill, and the old waterwheel, 
Still stalwart against the granite wall, 
Creaks slowly into life.

I hold with those who favor fire, 

But if I had to perish twice, 

I think I know enough of hate 
To say that for destruction ice 
Is also great 
And would suffice.

THE festival has been held for fifteen glorious years in all kinds of weather: Fair, 
foul and indifferent but only missing one year because of the threat of foot and 
mouth. It was originally started by a committee of Powerstock locals to raise 
money for Powerstock School, Powerstock Hut and the Weir Sports Club. In re¬ 
cent years the festival has expanded and now donates to other charities as well. 

Eggardon Hill is an Iron Age hill-fort about four miles east of Bridport in Dorset. 
Built on chalk upland, it has spectacular views and on a clear day you can see 
across Lyme Bay to South Devon and Start Point. Around 43AD, the Romans 
forcibly removed the Iron-age dwellers from Eggardon. 

In the 18th century, it was planted with a stand of pines, which are thought to 
have acted as a navigational aid for the boats belonging to the notorious Dorset 
smuggler Isaac Gullivor, who lived at Eggardon Farm. Since those days, sheep 
and cattle have enjoyed the views whilst grazing undisturbed except for the an¬ 
nual visit of the festival goers.

R oad safety charity 
the 1AM is calling on 
insurance compa¬ 
nies to overhaul their sys¬ 
tems for calculating prices 
for young drivers, after find¬ 
ing that a search for car in¬ 
surance quotes for an 
average 17 year old driver 
revealed the cheapest an¬ 
nual premium to be 
£7,091.38. The top price 
quoted was just over £9700. 

This particular search - 
made on a popular price 
comparison site - was for 
the fictional Tom Stevens', 
with a date of birth of the 
03/03/1994. He has held a 
full licence for one month, 


and was requesting insur¬ 
ance on a 2007 1.11 Kia Pi- 
canto. He lives in the London 
Borough of Richmond upon 
Thames and claimed the car 
would be parked on the 
road. He has no previous 
claims or convictions and is 
in full-time education with a 
part-time job, and requested 
cover just for'social'use. 

Once Tom had been driv¬ 
ing for a year, his cheapest 
quote dropped to £2528.55, 
on an otherwise like-for-like 
basis. 

1AM director of policy and 
research Neil Greig said: 
"Young drivers can only 
learn safer driving by prac¬ 


tising it, but huge insurance 
premiums risk pricing them 
off the road. The challenge 
for the government, the in¬ 
surance industry and road 
safety experts is how to bal¬ 
ance the need for experi¬ 
ence with the very real risk 
that young drivers pose to 
themselves and other road 
users.

MOTOR RACING FROM WISCOMBE PARK 


Double tops for Lillington, Blake and Thorne 



TWO days of championship hill climbing 
saw a number of drivers net double victo¬ 
ries at Wiscombe Park. 

Chard's Stewart Lillington exhibited good 
pace during the Saturday meeting but 
when he left the track and deposited his 
two-litre Vauxhall Astra amongst the rhodo¬ 
dendrons all might have been lost with his 
father Phil destined to take the win.

DORCHESTER Town suffered their fourth Blue Square South 
defeat of the season after taking a first-half lead at Gander 
Green Lane on Saturday.
